their receiver have tried connecting 
more than two stages of audio ampli- 
fication with the result of very un- 
ttable operation and howling.

will generally result. 
To add more 


audio amplification to your receiver 
doe* not enable you to secure more 
distant reception, as signals cannot tw 
amplified before they have been de- 


lected. 
Therefore, the signal must 


!>e amplified at radio frequencies be- 
fore it is detected. 


Hadio frequency ampliation Is ac- 


complished by the use of additional 
vacuum tubes and radio frequency 
transformers preceding the detector. 
•This will amplify the radio frequency 
signals to a value great enough to 
faithfully actuate the detector, there- 
by giving greater volume and clarity 
in the .audio amplifier. Two stages of

In very carefully designed receivers 
even one stage will be found to bo 
enough.

he had used had to be worked out. 
Marconi solved both of these prob- 
lems.

On almost any pleasant April or May 


tnoruing, in the parks or grassy vacant 
lots In eastern towns, foreign-looking 
women may be *e«n gathering dande- 
lion greens in huge bagr. which they 
carry on their backs. They are prob- 
ably Italian or French women who 
have a dietary tradition about eating 
dandelion greens in the spring, when 
they are not nrore. than two or three 
inches long, before the plant begins to 
flower. 


Apparently these Europeans rfre bet- 


ter acquainted than Americans with 
the value of dandelion greens as food, 
or they hare less objection to the 
characteristic 
bitter flavor 
of the 


leaves, or know how to overcome It 
Dandelion greens are useful In about 
the same ways as other green-lraf 
vegetnble*. 
when "properly cooked, 


which Is the shortest possible time, or 
not at all. They supply vitamins and 
needed mineral*, and 'those who nre 
accustomed to their flavor find that 
they afford an agreeable change. The 
time to gather dandelion leaves is very 
early in the season when they tire 
young, tender and least bitter. 
The 


rrown, roots and large outer leaves are 
discarded. 


Many methods of preparation hare 


been tried to modify the bitter flavor 
of dandelion greens. The method of 
long boiling In several waters lit not 
recommended by the United States De- 
partment of Agriculture, as most of 
the valuable food matter In the greens 
Is then, thrown away. A better meth- 
od Is to combine the dandelion greens 
with other vegetables or flavors which 
modify the bitterness. 


Raw 
dandelion 
leaves' or those 


cooked without water are less bitter 
than those that have been boiled. Vine- 
gar or acid dressings help, and so do 
food* of strong flavor, such as celery 
and some meats. Crisp salt pork or 
bacon Is frequently served with dnnde- 
llon greens for this reason. Blends of 
ir.ndclion and other greens are better 
•han the dandelion alone. The recipes 
nelow indicate some of the ways these
